Department of Education. The little red school house

would have been too heavy u burden on a few scattered 
families. So the Canadian Pacific Railway was called 
into consultation and the result is the travelling 
school car which has been operated during the winter 
months with increasing success for the past few 
years. 

Every child loves a train, but when that train 
copies especially to him and becomes his school— 


well, you have to go to fairy tales to get the like of 
thafc So they come enthusiastically from miles 
around, French-Canadi&ns, Rumanian, Indian, Italian, 
English-Canadian—all races and ages from five to 
fifteen years of age.

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THE COUNTRY AND US 

Wc put the heading this way be¬ 
cause we must suit our methods and 
practice to the country instead of 
trying to make the country fit our 
system. That much, of course goes 
without sayin. 

It is gi atifying to sec th e swing tc 

diversified faming that is taking 
place. But, we ask. is this swing fast 
enough. Ae we changing because we 
like mixed farming better than hav¬ 
ing all our eggs in one basket. Are we 
changing because we have seen the 
haudwriting on the wall, or, are we 
changing because it appears to be 
the last stiaw at which we may grab 
to prevent financial ruin? 

It is almost incredible, that, in the 
face of our knowledge of the cccent 
rlcities of this district as regards 
hail, drouth, frost, early snows, etc 
that year after year, wheat continue. 1 
to be the chief crop, and in many 
cases the only crop of some farmers. 

We talk of hard times, crop failurer 
poor prices, and fet we must admit, 
that in the final analysis; if these 
things are true, they are largely our 
own making. 

Crop rotation, coupled with live 
slock such as hogs, sheep, cattle ant 
poultry, give a diversification of in 
terests. that would put a farmer in r 
very enviable position and decidedly 
independent. There is seldom a year 
but what some line of produce, either 
grain or livestock suffers from over 
production, and if the one crop farm 
er hits this year, he i s hit hard. Thh 
Is because of the law of supply and 
demand. For instance, last year, there 
was no market for turkeys, people 
were disappointed and a great many 
will note raise any turkeys this year 
which will likely result in prices beinj- 
far above average. In that case, those 
who do have some to sell, will reap s 
golden harvest. 

Now, these things ar p things over 
which we have no control. The law of 
supply and demand is the reat equal¬ 
izer and keeps us from becoming over 
balanced, and so far, we have no macb 
tnery to overcome this condition.. 

This 13 why we contend that on> 
crop farming is altogether too hazard 
ous for the people who are dependirg 
on that crop alone for a living. Our 
local condition today is largely due 
to one-crop farming. Wheat took a 
slump, farmers both in and out of the 
Pool were disappointed, had nothing 
else to sell or convert into cash, and 
the result is that many are living on 
bofowed money, and some will con¬ 
tinue to do so until next fall, and pay 
interest all summer on what they eat 

If every farmer had a programme 
of mixed farming, when wheat slump¬ 
ed would have some other crop to off 
set his loss, and still be independent 

Why don’t w e have a creamery, a 
cheese fartory. a cannery, and other 
Industries here. Something to guaran 
tee prosperity, furnish employment 
in the winter, and put the district on 
a cash basis, from machine dealer to 
peanut vendor. 

We would all be happier, more con 
Rented and decidedly more firmly est¬ 
ablished.

Ottawa. April 3—(Special to th: 
Recorder ) The Parliamentary session | 
got under way with a rush suggestive 
of brevity but stumbled on a series 
of snags which promise nothing bett¬ 
er than midsummer p.orogation and 
suggest general acceptance of the 
bel of that an election is not far away. 

Resolutions dealing with every 
local and general election cry have 
been put on the order paper in the 
scramble to get on with the written 
record as in favor of this, or as opp¬ 
osed to that, before polling day. IHie 
Government has given no further in¬ 
timation of its intentions b it the leg¬ 
islative program as it develop*, shows 
♦ hat the road is being paved for disr> 
o vtion Just as au.-a as the outlo >!: t> 
propitious. 

Social *nd paternal legislation is 
being urged by both oppositions in 
aids to health work, to technical «d- 
ucation. to a national highway to ag¬ 
riculture and to returned men. There 
was a momet when it appeared that 
Mr. King was flirting with the idea 
of unemployment insurance when he 
told a delegation from the Western 
Provinces he expected it would come 
presently. He largely dispelled the 
Uusion the following day by indie it- 
ng that he believed such insurance 
“o fall under the Proviceo. No one of 
he Provinces can act without all the 
est in such a cause or it woul 1 he 
nvamped with the unemployed of the 
vhole Dominion each winter. An in- 
erprovinct-al conforence with the 
Dominion on the subject is hinted at 
»ut it is unhkely before the general 
lection.

WOULD MAKE YUKON LARGEST 
RIDING IN ELECTOR1AL HISTORY 

Ottawa, April 3,—(Special to the 
Recorder) The most interesting leg¬ 
islation introduced this session of 
Parliament apart from that dealing 
with vital national problems is a bill 
introduced by the Solicitors-General 
which would include all the Northwest 
Territories in the Yukon electoral 
district. 

If it becomes law the next member 
for the Yukon will represent a larger 
constituency Ilian any other elected 
representative on earth. It will be 100 
times larger than all Belgium, six 
times as large as France, seven time3 
as large as Germany and more than 
len Umes as large as England Ireland 
Scotland and Wales. Its area in square 
miles will be 1,242,224. 

The Yukon already one of the 
largest electoral districts known con 
tains 207,076 square miles and over 
1,000,000 square miles will be added 
to it. It will stretch from the Atlan 
tic to the Pacific and from the pres¬ 
ent northerly limits of theProvinces to 
the North pole. 

The area which it is proposed to 
I rk with the Yukon for electoral 
purposes contains 478 whites, 3,800 
Indians 7,100 Esquimcnux and 3,000 
half breeds. The returning officer, 
the bill points out, would have to 
operate from the Yukon by airplane 
nnd the candidates presumably would 
have to adopt the same plan. Other¬ 
wise it would require years, instead 
of weeks to cover the ground. 

It is understood that the Esquim- 
enux would automatically be given
